GERARD SAYS 


Same Combination Could 
Make Britain Wealthiest 
in World

NEW YORK, Aug. 22—In the opin- 
fon of James W. Gerard, formerly am- 
bassador to Germany, fifty-nine men 
“rule the United States.” | 

Mr. Gerard compiled a list of these 
men for today’s New York Times, 
which asked him Jo amplify a sentence 
in a pamphiet wrote indorsing the 
crusade of Viscount Rothermere and | 
Lord Béavetbrook for British Empire 
free trade and high protection. In that 
pamphlet he wrote “give the forty men 
who"rule the United States ten years 
for the devélopment of this industrial 
empire (thé British Empire) and no 
country on earth could approach it in 
per capita wealth.” 

Explaining why he, as an American, 
should write on the subject. Mr. Ger- 
ard wrote: “I offer as my excuse the 
interest that America, in common 
with all the world, has in the preset- 
vation of British prosperity.” 

The list includes leadets in Ameri- | 
can finance, industry, the amusement | 
field and journalism, but omits Presi- 
dent Hoover and all others holding 
state and national offices except Sec- 
retary of the Treasury Andrew Mellon. 

Mr. Gerard explains the actual) 
“power behind the throne” is wielded 
by mén whose wealth and important 
industrial positions in the nation give 
them a permanent influence in Ameri- 
can life. Statesmen, he said, are usu- 
ally shorn of most of their power when 
they retire.

BRILLIANT PANORAMA 
OF SPORT UNFOLDED ' 


Records were equalled and broken 
in confusing succession as a brilliant 
panorama of sport was unfolded. Three 
Canadian marks were shattered, and 
one was twice broken within a two- 
minute interval. 

Williams’ performance equalled the 
Canadian record, and another mark 
went under when the course record 
was broken in the full distance mara- 
thon. Two hours, 43 minutes and 43 
seconds was the time made by Doug- 
las McLeod Wright, Scotland's lone 
entry in the trying journey over city 
and suburban highways. The old 
record was 2 hours, 44 minutes, 24 2-5 
seconds, set by Cliff Brickry in 1938 

Of the s'x other championships that 
were fought out in finals Thursday, 
England and South Africa divided 
with three titles each, A double vic~ 
tory was the achievement oO. H 
Hart, South African strong man, 
whose powerful arms hurled the ham- 
mer and discus beyond any distance 
eet by his rivals, 

Thrilling Triumph 

Perhaps not since Percy Williams 
startled a cynical sport world at Am- | 
sterdam in the Olympics of 1928, has | 
there been a more thrilling and .sensa- 
tional victory. The thousands in the 
Hamilton Stadium yesterday literally 
gasped as the slender Vancouver boy 
broke Jast in a field of six and was all 
but left flat-footed. 

Out in front shot little Buster 
Brown, another product of the West, 
on whom Edmonton placed its hones 
At his elbow flashed the green-clad 
form of Walter Gerhardt, South Af- 
rican challenger, and a step or two 
behind came Roy Hamilton, of Scot- 
Jand, and David Belvin, of Bermuda, 

A sudden tenseness was broken as 
Williams’ white clad figure hurtled 
down the number one lane and over- 
took Belvifi and Hamilton. A roar 
of acclaim went up as the crowd 
sensed a victory that held everything 
of the spectacular. Percy's legs were 
lifted high each step. Brown faltered 
just a trifle, but Gerhardt sped on. 
As they swept past the 50 yard mark 
Williams had pulled up on even terms 
with Brown 

Brown is Nosed Out 

Flashing down his lane, Williams 
opened up the daylight gradually be- 
tween himself and the plucky Ed- | 
monton lad, At the finish, 4'5 yards 
intervened between the Vancouver 
speedster and the pack, but Brown 
had faltered, and speeding Gerhardt 
of South Africa, had edged by inches 
into the qualifying pasition.
